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Let’s Try To Save 
The Big Gun

Presently the Heavy Bench class is in 
poor health. If we all work to save it 
perhaps it will begin to grow again. 

In the past 2 or 3 years Heavy Bench 
match attendance has been very light. 
This is easy to see when you attend a 
match on a range where one of these 
events is being fired. | have heard many 
reasons for the death of this class. In my 
way of thinking many of them are not 
legitimate. | will list a few of these along 
with my opinions on them. Perhaps you 
will agree. 

Many heavy gun shooters are reluc- 
tant to compete against a rail gun with a 
sandbag rifle. They feel it is unfair. My 
feeling is that this is a poor attitude. 
Remember when we took the poll on 
combining both classes? The shooters 
voted by 70% to make it one class. 
Where are they now? | am sure that all of 
us have spoken out against the rail gun 
at one time or the other. If this has hap- 
pened a shooter or two has dropped 
from competition. 

My personal view is that there is no 
advantage, one over the other. We all 
have the option to go both ways. Bob 
Hart won the Heavy Bench champion- 
ship with a Heavy Varmint rifle in 1974. 
That certainly was no disadvantage. In 
1977 one of the Euber boys finished in 
the top 3 with a 10-1/2 pound rifle. No 
easy task in Heavy Bench. 


Last summer, at South Creek, | won 
the 100 yard aggregate with a sandbag 
rifle, shooting against some of the best 
rail guns in the country. The fellows who 
were operating them are, in my estima- 
tion, much more experienced than | was 
at that time. | shot poorly at 200 yards 
and lost the Grand Aggregate but 
another sandbag rifle won it. 


| think that if you are consistantly 
shooting bigger groups with your 
sandbag rifle than the boys with the rails 
you had better check your rifle, or your 
technique. You may be using a worn bar- 
rel or apoor scope. Perhaps the bedding 
is gone. Let’s not use the sandbag as the 
excuse. 


| feel that many new shooters are 
being discouraged from building a 
Heavy Bench rifle by other shooters. The 
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reason is simply that there are not many 
Heavy Bench matches being held. If all 
the ranges would try to include the 
heavy gun in their match schedule at 
least one time a year it would help. Who 
wants to invest the money in a rifle that 
can be used once or twice a year? 

Many shooters are afraid of the cost of 
a rail gun, which many shooters feel 
necessary to be competitive. A rail gun 
can be built for only a bit more than a 
sandbagger. Rear rests and a new front 
rest head are all that will be needed. A 
few more matches for the heavy gun 
would make it well worth the effort for a 
new shooter to invest in a Heavy Bench 
rifle. 

With the heavy gun the shooter can 
concentrate on wind and mirage instead 
of worrying about the holding problems 
of the lighter rifles. Between the muzzle 
and the target is where matches are won 
or lost. If you can learn what is going on 
out there you will soon see improvement 
in your scores in all classes. 

One other problem is the Heavy Bench 
championship in September. | feel that it 
appears too close after the International 
Championship. A lot of shooters like to 
call it quits when school and football 
seasons start. This may be a contribut- 
ing factor in poor attendance. Perhaps 
the 100 and 200 yard championship 
could be moved forward. 

Getting off on a related subject | feel 
that the 10-1/2 pound Light Varmint is 
almost a thing of the past. Perhaps there 
will be only one 10-1/2 pound class and 
the Heavy Varmint class at some point in 
the future. It appears that this would 
leave an opening for the Varmint Cham- 
pionships and the Heavy Bench Cham- 
pionships to be held on the same week. 
Perhaps this would encourage a 3 Gun 
Aggregate of 10-1/2 pound, Heavy Var- 
mint and Heavy Bench. Maybe more 
shooters would use their Heavy Bench 
rifles if they wanted a crack at the 3 Gun 
Aggregate. 

| certainly hope that this article sparks 
some Heavy Bench competition. 
Remember that these rifles are the 
grandfathers of benchrest shooting. 
Let’s not allow them to become a thing 
of the past.

We have been working with 
some 63 and 68 grain versions of this 
product in 6mm for some time now. 

To date we have found that these 
bullets are ‘‘As good as any and better 
than some.” After shooting a few boxes 
out of a 6PPC Sporter at the winter 
shoots we are pleased with their perfor- 
mance. Granted, winter shoots are not 
the place for bullet testing; we chose to 
test them now as this is the only place to 
shoot at the moment. With no summer 
weather on hand and no plans for vaca- 
tion to warmer climes we made do with 
what was on hand. 


Next month Rick Hornbeck presents a 
test of these bullets. Not wanting to steal 
his thunder we will only suggest that you 
look for his report. It is interesting! They 
do shoot and the mechanical evaluation 
of this product backs up the actual 
shooting tests. Look for GTB and 
Hornbeck in May.

BOOK REVIEW

CAP LOCK RIFLE

First published in 1940 and currently 
in its 4th edition, Roberts’ classic is 


again available, now as part of Shum- 
way’s famed “‘Longrifle Series’. With the 
exception of enlarged illustrations and 
additions to two biographical sketches, 
it is unchanged from the previous edi- 
tion. While it deals only with 
muzzleloaders, it is of significance to 
anyone interested in precision rifles and 
accurate shooting. One might even call 
it a forerunner to Page’s Accurate Rifle. 
It is a thoroughly enjoyable and informa-

tive work, and through it, today’s 
benchrest shooter can learn something 
of his shooting ‘‘Roots”’. 

While other books in this series focus 
primarily on the artistic and historical 
aspects of the classic ‘‘Kentucky”’ rifle, 
Roberts concentrates on the cap lock 
era immediately preceding, and follow- 
ing, the Civil War. That period saw many 
shooters and gunsmiths alike more con- 
cerned with accuracy than with style or 
decoration. 

In his own charming narrative, 
Roberts, himself a noteworthy figure in 
the annals of shooting, relates his ex- 
perience with the men and rifles of that 
time. He discusses in detail things like: 
types of rifling, loading, bullet-making, 
cleaning, sights, accessories, tools, and 
gunsmithing practices that produced ac- 
curacy unheard of prior to that time. Yes, 
they worried about bullet alignment in 
those days too! He gives accounts of 
numerous early matches, including a 
detailed account of the famed Creed- 
moor Match of 1874. He supplies 
biographical data on a number of the 
“old master” target riflesmiths of that 
era such as: Norman Brockway, William 
Billinghurst, Morgan James, Horace 
Warner, and many others. Numerous 
targets are reproduced to illustrate ac- 
curacy. Additional chapters cover such 
things as: Roy S. Tinney’s delightful ac- 
count of a “modern” cap lock match 
held at ‘““Jimtown’’, Tenn. in 1942 that 
saw W.W. 1 hero Alvin York compete, 
hunting rifles, the building of a classic 
“Kentucky” rifle, a directory of cap lock 
riflesmiths, and numerous other related 
topics. 

After reading this work, one can only 
marvel at the accuracy obtained with the 
rifles of that era, rifles built without 
benefit of electricity or sophisticated 
machinery. While a special group of our 
black powder brothers preserves this 
type of shooting, often with original ri- 
fles, the modern benchrest shooter also 
has a great deal in common with these 
accuracy pioneers, owing them much in 
terms of rationale, technique, and ex- 
perimentation. 

Roberts’ work and others in the 
‘“‘Longrifle Series’’ are worthwhile 
studies that will be of lasting value to the 
shooter, historian, artist, and librarian 
alike.

25 Years Ago 


@ ‘Crawf’’ Hollidge wrote an appealing 
article on the advantages of a 
classification system for bench rest 
shooters. It was his opinion that a lot 
of potential new shooters shyed away 
from active competition because they 
felt hopelessly outclassed in shooting 
ability and disliked their mandatory 
cash pool match entry fees serving to 
forever fatten the awards of the win- 
ers. Crawf’s proposed classification 
scheme was destined to have no more 
chance of surviving than that of a 
snowflake in a power house boiler 
room. 

@ Bob Hart scheduled a non-registered 
.22 rim fire bench rest shoot at the 
Nescopeck Rifle Club range in 
Nescopeck, Pa. A photo revealed that 
the range was located at a point other 
than what is now the Council Cup 
Range. 

@ Rod Janson, Seattle, Wash. attempted 
to inspect and photograph the inside 
surfaces of bench rest barrels using a 
resectoscope. This instrument is, or 
was, some kind of device similar to 
what is also known as a borescope. 
Rod had trouble getting photos so he 
eventually sectioned a number of 
good and poor shooting barrels, find- 
ing smooth and rough metal surfaces 
respectively; as one would expect.

PRECISION SHOOTING — APRIL, 1979

Windsor, Ill. was sparked by Ted 
Holmes. A Mount Clemens, Mich. club 
held non-registered shoots regularly. 
Clubs in Savona, N.Y. and in Pit- 
tsburgh, Pa. were reported under con- 
struction, while one in Elgin, Ill. had 
twenty permanent benches for all 
kinds of matches at 100 and 200 yards. 
All of these clubs have seemingly dis- 
appeared from the bench rest scene. 
Fred Ellis, a bench rest shooter from 
Sulsun, Cal. reported on the use of 
plastic as a bedding material, claiming 
outstanding improvements in rifle per- 
formance. Was he one of the first to try 
plastic bedding on a bench rifle? Ap- 
parently its use was not exactly new as 
many of the smallbore shooters were 
already familiar with, and using, 
similiar techniques on their rifles. 

Brunon V. Boroszewski, the bench 
rest shooting lawyer and experimen- 
talist from Rochester, N.Y. theorized 
that minimum holding error prevails 
when the entire weight of a rifle is 
rested on its center of balance, i.e. at 
or near its center of gravity. For a 
heavy bench rifle he figured this point 
should be positioned on the front rest, 
the rear rest acting no more than a 
rotational stop. Bruno’s idea was that 
the gun would then recoil against its 
own mass with minimum shooter con- 
tact to disturb the let off. Perhaps this 
is why he monkeyed around with so

INTERNATIONAL POSTAL MATCHES 
— 1978 


The results of the 1978 International 
Postal Matches have been completed by 
the IBS International Committee. This 
year’s matches were entered by 
Australia, Canada, Italy and the USA. 
The IBS International Postal Medallion 
is awarded to each member of the top 
three teams in each classification of ri- 
fle. These awards are sent to the Interna- 
tional Committee member in each coun- 
try who makes the awards to the in- 
dividual team members. Hopefully, our 
contemporaries in France and West Ger- 
many will be fully affiliated with IBS dur- 
ing 1979 and enter in our Postal Match 
activities. Preparations to that end are 
taking place at this time. 

The USA team for the Heavy Varmint 
class, made up of team members 
Moorhead, Earp, Lent, Fournier and 
Lindsey, set a new Postal Match team 
record of .2973’’, bettering the old 
record set in 1973 by the USA team of 
3125". The Light Varmint record of 
.2954"’ set by the USA team in 1977 still 
stands as does the Heavy Benchrest Ri- 
fle record of .3825” set by the USA team 
in 1977. 

The placement of each USA competi- 
tor at 100 and 200 yards has been ex- 
tracted from the result sheets and is 
listed behind each yardage aggregate. 
This was done to give other competitors 
some insight on how a performance that 
might not be in the top ten at one yar- 
dage can be corrected at another yar- 
dage and move the competitor up into 
Postal Team position. For example, in 
Light Varmint Lester Bruno shot fairly 
good, but far from the top, at 100 yards 
and placed 22nd. At 200 yards he came 
through with an excellent placement of 
5th. and contributed to the winning Light

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New Fixed-Cartridge Cast Bullet Records 
Set in National Tournament

Frank Marshall, Jr. of Alexandria, VA used a 
Winchester Model 70 target rifle in .30-‘06 
with the Lyman No. 311284 bullet and 21 grs. 
SR-4759 to win the Grand Aggregate for 
score at 100 and 200 yds. for rifles in the 
10-14 Ib. weight class. 


Competitors at the Cast Bullet Associ- 
ation’s Second National Tournament 
held Sept. 16-17 ‘at the Council Cup 
Range, near Wapwallopen, PA., broke 
13 existing records for cast bullets 
loaded in fixed ammunition, and set nine 
new ones in categories for which CBA 
records had not been established. 

The Cast Bullet Association has as its 
goal the improvement of equipment and 
technology for cast bullet shooting in 
modern rifles, using fixed ammunition, 
and sponsors postal and shoulder-to- 
shoulder matches to provide a uniform 
and comparable basis for judging mem- 
ber’s performance. In the year since 
CBA’s first National Match, cast bullet 
expertise has improved greatly, and this 
was reflected in the fine scores and 
groups attained. Last year, Robert N. 
Sears of Falls Church, VA., obtained na- 
tional recognition by firing a 10-shot 
group at 100 yds. with paper-patched 
bullets in his Remington 40XC rifle 
which measured 1.171’. This year, 
smaller group sizes were fired in the 


The rifle used by John Ardito in establishing 
a new 200-yd. group record was a Rem. 40X 
for the .308x1-1/2” with laminated stock, Hart 
14” twist barrel and Leupold 24X scope.

Hunter (10 Ib. rifle) class, and in the 
heavy rifle classes approached 1/2 
m.o:a.! At the second National Tourna- 
ment the winners clearly demonstrate 
the capability of cast bullets in rifles. 
CBA recognizes only 10-shot groups for 
national records, since 10-shots is a far 
more demanding test of rifle and am- 
munition performance. 

The Grand Aggregate Benchrest for 
Group, of two 10-shot groups at 100 yds. 
and two 10-shot groups at 200 yds., was 
won in the Open Class (rifle and scope 
weighing over 14 Ibs.) by Robert N. 
Sears, who used a Hart barreled 
Remington 40X in .308 to shoot an 
average of .876 m.o.a. In the Benchrest 
Class (rifle and scope heavier than 10 
Ibs., but less than 14 Ibs.), Robert Rollins 
of Lexington, MA, shot an average of 
1.216 m.o.a.; and in the Hunter Class, 
David Finch, of New Brighton, Pa., won 
with 1.541 m.o.a. The record small 10- 
shot groups at 100 yds. were .580” for 
Sears in the Open Class; .505” in the 
Benchrest Class for Warren Gannon, of 
North Reading, MA; and 1.136” in the 
Hunter Class, fired by John Gettis, of 
Philadelphia, PA. 


Group shooting at 200 yds. with cast 
bullets is a supreme challenge. This is 
because wind and mirage are a more im- 
portant factor with these high drag pro- 
jectiles than with conventional jacketed 
bullets fired at high velocity. The best 
shooting equipment in the world won't 
win the match for you unless you can 
“read’’ the conditions. The best 200-yd. 


John Ardito, of Bedford, MA, won the offhand 
aggregate, and the 200 yd. aggregate for 
group, as well as the 200-yd. aggregate for 
score in the Open Class. 


Warren Gannon, former Navy big bore 
shooter from North Reading, MA, is President 
of the Cast Bullet Assn., and a fine shooter 
who established a new record 10-shot 100-yd. 
group of .505” for rifles in the over 10 Ibs. up 
to 14 Ib. class. 


group of 1.652” in the Open Class was 
fired by John Ardito, of Bedford, MA., 
using a Remington 40X for the 
.308x1-1/2"" cartridge. In the Benchrest 
Class, Frank Marshall, of Alexandria, 
VA., fired a 1.894’’ group with his 
Winchester Model 70 target rifle in cal. 
.30-‘06. The best 200-yd. group in the 
Hunter Class measured 2.134” and was 
fired with a Ruger No. 3 rifle in .30-40 
Krag by David Finch of New Brighton, 
PA. 


Groups entered for consideration in 
the national records maintained by the 
CBA must be fired by CBA members on 
a range equipped with moving backers 
to verify the number of shots on record 
targets, and to detect the presence of 
crossfires. This is the same procedure 
used for benchrest records with 
jacketed bullets maintained by the 
NBRSA and IBS. Since few clubs have 
the facilities for maintaining moving 
backers, score shooting is popular. 
Score matches comprise most local club 
tournaments sanctioned by CBA. 
Benchrest shooting for score is done at 
100 yds. on the IBS 200-yd. Hunter rifle 
target, which has a 1” 10 ring. The 
same target is also used at 200 yds., but 
then the 10 ring becomes the ‘‘X’’, the 
nine ring the 10, etc. If this sounds easy 
to you, just try it shooting cast bullets. 
The winner of the Grand Aggregate- 
Benchrest for Score, consisting of four 
5-shot Hunter targets at 100 yds. and 
four 5-shot Hunter targets at 200 yds. 
was won in the Open Class by John Ar- 
dito, who fired a 390-12X out of a possi- 
ble 400. In the Benchrest Class, Frank 
Marshall fired a 395-14X to win, pressed 
closely by Sid Musselman, of Chevy 
Chase, MD., who fired 395-8X. In the 
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Hunter Class, C.E. Harris of Annandale, 
VA, fired a 349-4X. At 200 yds. the heavy 
guns dominated and many of the light 
Hunter rifle shooters had trouble. John 
Ardito did well in the Open Class, firing 
a 195-6X out of a possible 200. In the 
Benchrest Class, Robert Rollins set a 
new record for a single target, firing a 
perfect 50-5X, keeping every shot on the 
1” X ring at 200 yds. He went on to cap- 
ture a 197-13X to win the 200-yd. ag- 
gregate for his weight class. No 200-yd. 
record scores were fired in the Hunter 
Class, so the 178-3X fired by Steve 
Myers of Franklin, MA., on June 17, 1978 
during a CBA registered shoot spon- 
sored by the Mass. State Rifle Assn. at 
the Walnut Hill Range in Woburn, MA., 
will stand until somebody in another 
club, shooting in a CBA sanctioned tour- 
nament, does better. 


Offhand shooting is also popular in 
CBA matches. These are fired on the 
NRA 100-yd. Smallbore Rifle target at 
100 yds. There are no restrictions on the 
rifle’s weight or scope power, as long as 
it fires a cast bullet fixed in the neck of 
the cartridge case. No slings, palm rests, 
leather coats or hook-type buttplates are 
permitted, however. The Offhand Ag- 
gregate of four 10-shot matches fired at 
100 yds. was won by John Ardito with a 
score of 371-6X. 


Although competition is an important 
facet of CBA activity, many of the asso- 
ciation’s members choose not to partici- 
pate, but simply read about what the 
good shooters are using, learning new 
techniques and ideas which can help 
their own cast bullet shooting, whether it 
be for targets, hunting or fun shooting. 
Information on match winners’ scores, 
loads, rifles, equipment and shooting 
techniques are published in the bi- 


monthly CBA newsletter, The Fouling 


Robert Rollins, of Lexington, MA, fired a per- 
fect 50-5X at 200 yds. on the IBS Hunter Rifle 
target with cast bullets, keeping all his shots 
in the 1” ring used as the “X” in CBA 
matches. 
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David Finch, of New Brighton, PA, took the 
Grand Aggregate for Group in the Hunter Ri- 
fle class (under 10 Ibs.) using a Ruger No. 3 
single-shot for the .30-40 Krag. 


Shot. The newsletter is packed with 
technical information about cast bullet 
shooting you can’t get anywhere else. 
For instance, did you know that wheel- 
weight metal you bought eight years ago 
contains about 5% antimony, but wheel- 
weights currently made contain only 
about 3% antimony? Did you know you 
can take undersized, out of round cast 
bullets from standard molds and upset 
them to a larger diameter using a stand- 
ard lubricator sizer such as the Lyman 
450 or RCBS, and thereby obtain greatly 
improved accuracy? Is a hard or soft 
cast bullet more effective for hunting? 
Who makes the best bullet molds, lubri- 
cants and equipment? CBA members 
read pages and pages of this kind of in- 
formation in every issue! 


The Cast Bullet Association, Inc., is a 
non-profit organization chartered in In- 
diana, and affiliated with the National Ri- 
fle Association of America. It has mem- 
bers throughout the U.S. and Canada. 
CBA’s workers are unpaid volunteers. 
All money over and above match ex- 
penses is returned to shooters as 
awards. CBA also maintains an informa- 
tion service. Members can have their 
technical questions on cast bullet shoot- 
ing answered by professionals who are 
acknowledgeable in the fields of 
gunsmithing, metallurgy, engineering, 
ballistics, etc. 


Although single-shot rifle shooters 
using breech seated bullets have at- 
tained amazing accuracy with their 
equipment, development has lagged in 
attainment of maximum accuracy with 
modern gas-check bullets loaded in fix- 
ed ammunition and shot in modern 
sporting rifles. Although the ASRRA and 
NMLRA shooters also use cast bullets 
and have their own governing organiza- 
tion, there was no national body to serve 


shooters interested in improving fixed 
cartridge technology with cast bullets 
until CBA came along. 

Most CBA competitors use bolt action 
.30 cal. rifles. The most popular 
cartridge is the .308 Win., though the 
.30-‘06 is used successfully by a few. 
There is considerable interest in smaller 
capacity cases such as the .30-30 Win., 
and specialized wildcats like the .30 
Johnson (cased on a shortened, necked 
down .32-40 case), the .308x1-1/2” (a 
.308 Winchester shortened to 1.50’’) and 
others. A few shooters use smaller cali- 
bers such as the .222 or 6 mm 
Remington, while others occassionally 
use big bores such as the .45-70. 

Postal matches take on a specialized 
flavor, pitting shooters against others 
with similar type rifles. There are big 
bore matches for rifles over .40 cal., 
small bore matches for rifles under .25 
cal.; factory hunting rifle matches for as- 
is standard sporters with hunting scopes 
not over 6X, and .30-06 U.S. military 
matches for Springfields, U.S. Enfields 
and Garands using cast bullets. Last fall 
there was even an offhand match on a 
deer target limited to standard hunting 
rifles. 

The Cast Bullet Association would like 
to Know how many rifle shooters in 
America enjoy cast bullet shooting, 
either for the economy, curiosity, 
challenge of simply for the fun of it. CBA 
has something to appeal to every cast 
bullet shooter. Those interested in mem- 
bership information may write Sidney F.

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These 10-shot targets fired at 100 yds. with 
cast bullets represent what can be done with 
fixed cartridges.

NOTE: The organizers find themselves in the proverbial ‘‘rock and a hard place”’ with 
regards to the days the Super Shoot should be scheduled. There seems to be an 
almost perfect 50 - 50 split between those who want the tournament conducted 
Thursday through Sunday, and those who prefer Friday through Monday. No mat- 
ter what the schedule, many competitors are inconvenienced. 


Consequently, the Super Shoot will alternate. The 1978 event was held from 
Thursday through Sunday; the 1979 event will be held Friday through Monday. In 
1980, at Knoxville, Super Shoot VIII will get underway Thursday.
